Memorandum on tentative conclusions. 


In the data herewith submitted is an estimate of the cost of opera¬ 
ting a Pitcairn Mailwing. Of all the airplanes used in the transport of mail it 
is the least costly to operate, largely because of its moderate size and payload. 

A number of these planes are used by companies in the Aviation group. 

If the operating cost of this ship approximates 50 cents a mile, it will 
be easilyseen that the Colonial run from New York to Boston, and the routes of two 
Southern Air Transport subsidiaries gre the only ones holding prospects of profit. 

The Colonial contract is under consideration for revision now and the 
outcome can only be reduction. 

Universal run from Chicago to St.Louis might hold forth some encouragement 
except for the declining tendencies in volume of mail per mile flown as well as revenue 
per mile. 


Figures on growth of air mail poundage should not be misinterpreted through 
failure to give due weight to the change in Post Office rates for air mail August, 1928. 

A more intelligent estimate of the outlook for these companies will be 
possible after the present contract rate situation is straightened out.
